The Attendance of Governor Cleveland Last 
Nighgé. 

New York, Deeenrber 4.—The actors’ fund 
benefit which took place at the academy this 
evening, was ope of the most successfal al- 
fairs that ever Oceurred in New York. Much 

the eclat belonging to it was, of course, due 

» the presence of Governor Cleveland, who, 
on this occasion, attended a public entertain- 
ment for the first time since his election to 
the presidency. The programme was of a 
thoroughly interesting nature and 
the vast audotorium of the 
academy was litteraly packed 
irom the orchestra rail to the rear wall of the 
ampitheater. Hundreds of persons entered 
the lobby enly to get within six feet of the 
inper doors, and catch an occasional glimpse 
of what was going on on the stage. 

Gavernor Cleveland came from Albany in a 
special train, and the scenes of enthusiasm at 
the stations along. the route, when the train 
passed, were very similar to those witnessed 
during the campaign. The governor reached 
the academy of music after the play had be- 
gun, but when his presence was discovered the 
entire audience rose to their feet, and 
the play stopped = for several min- 
utes. the actors on the stage par- 
ticipating in the enthusiastic demonstrations. 
Joe Jefferson and Mr. Herbert were playing 
in “Lend Me FiveShillings,” and when quiet 
was restored they begun where they left off. 
The box receipts amounted to over $4,156, and 
the outside subscriptions increase the amount 
to the aggregate of $10,000.

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ADDRESSING VETERANS. 


MR. HENDRICKS REFERS TO HIS 
WAR RECORD. 


A Delegstion of Veteran Soldiers and Sailors Call 
Urcnthe Vice-President Eleot—He Proves to 
Them That He Did His Duty to Indianae 
During the War—other Matters. 


Inpranarouis, December 4.—A delegation 
representing the Marion county democratic 
soldiers and sailors veteran association called 
on Vice President-elect Hendricks this even- 
ing, and tendered their congratulations on the 
resu't of the recent election. In response, ad- 
dressing the spokesman of the party, Mr. 
Hendricks said: 

[am very much gratified that you have been 
made the medium. by your comrades, of express- 
ing to me the sentiments of your own speech and 
of the address of your association. You would dis- 
trust my sincerity did l say that Iam not grateiul 
at the honor you have done me, and the congratu- 
latious from you and your comrades 
uTe specially gratifying when I consider 
the fact that youand [shared in the eontest of 
lastsummer, the greatest litical contest ever 
known in our country, with success. We have 
come from that field of contest, sharing in its re- 
sponsi bilities and its’ glories. ‘ou have 
relerred to one character of the con. 
test which I hope never to see 
repeated in our country. The personal attacks 
and sianders that have been indulged in are nn- 
worthy of American politics. I have not troubled 
myself to answer the misreprrsentations to which 
have been subjected. Four times 
these fabrications have been before 
the people of Indiana and four times 
they have given them the lie. As to these fabrica- 
tions, Ihave not turned to the right nor to the 
leit, and will now but briefly repeatthem. During 
the first month of the warl found it necessary to 
correct one of the misrepresentations at that time, 
and I used the following language: “Since the 
war commenced I have uniformly said that the 
authority of the government of the United 
States is not questioned in Indiana, and I 
regard it as the duty of the citizens of Indiana to 
respectand maintain thatauthority, and to give 
to the government honest and earnest support in 
the prosecution of the war, until, in the provi- 
dence of God, it may be brought to an honorable 
conclusion, and the blessings of peace be restored 
to our country, postponing until tat 
time all controversy in relation to the causes and 
:esponsibilities of the war. Noman will fcel a 
deeper solicitude for the welfare and proud bear- 
ing of Indiana soldie’y in the conflict of arms to 
which they are called, than myself.’* The 
sentiments thus expressed uided my 
couduet throughout the war, One of the political 
leaders of the timeshad charged that I failed in 
my duty in opposing the law for a draft. Toop- 
position tothe draft I plead guilty. I favored an 
army of volunteers, encouraged by suitable boun- 
ties, and- during the (first month of 
my service in the United Siates senate, IL said: ‘‘I 
desire to expressthe opinion that congress ought 
to encourage volunteering rather than to rely up- 
on what, of necessity, must be an unpopular 
measure Of government—the draft.’”’ I did 
not regard the draft as a relia- 
ble support for the army. Prior to 
that time 125,000 men had been drafted: 60,000 en- 
tered the service under the draft, 10,00) substi 
tutes were furnished and 20,000 were induced to 
volunteer by bounties. The draft of 125,000 result- 
ed in 36,CCOsoldiers being putin the field. I believed 
then,and haye believed ever since that volun- 
teers, encouraged by suitable bounties, relieving 
them from anxieties about provision for their 
homes, was the best assurance oi! support 
to the army. The same politi- 
cian to whom I have referred 
speaking of myself, said: ‘“‘He did not vote in fa- 
vor of any meastre that looked to carrying on the 
war.’’ I] wiil refer but to two acts in the senate in 
answer. On the 23d of April, 1864, 
offered an amendment to the army appropriation 
bill toincresse the pay of soldiers and non-com- 
missioned officers reagsouably in proportion to the 
then depreciated condition of the currency. I 


thonght that proposition was an encouragement ‘ 


tothearmy and to enlistments, 
Colonel Lane, voted me 
on that subject. On the same 
day I voted for the great appropriation bill for the 
army for the coming year. I believe it was the 
largest appropriation bill ever passed in this 
government. Five hundred and thirty millions I 
believe it Was, and it was that appropriation that 
carried the army to the close of the war, under 
which many battles were fought, under whicn 
Sherman marched to the sea and Lee’s surrender 
was made to Grabt.”’ 

Mr. Hendricks closed by his 
thanks for the call. The delegation then 
shook hands with the vice president elect and 
sccial courtesies were exchanged.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., December 4,—A dispatch from 
Harlan county states that the scourge in eastern 
Kentucky is fully as frightiul as had been inti- 
mated in previous dispatches, -In Harlan county 
there have been 200 deaths since the latter par? of 
August, most of them from flux. It is estimated 
thatin the Kentucky ‘counties visited Harlan, 
Bell and Knox, the total number of deaths were 
three or four hundred. The disease has been more 
deadly in the Virginia counties to the east, and 
oneor two Kentucky counties north of the dis 
trict named.

BY THE FLAMES. 


The Destruction of the Live and Rolling 
Stock of a Street Railroad. : 
BaLtimone, December 4.—At 4:10} o’clock 
this morning a fire broke outin the stables of 
the Hall’s Springs passenger railway company 
at Darley park, in the extreme northwestern 
part of this city, which completely destroved 
the large building, together with many of the 
company’s cars and fifty horses. The flames 
started in the hay loft and spread so rapidly 
that only 15 of the horses could be taken out 
and only one car removed, The stables were 
owned by the Baltimore and Hall Springs 
railway company, of which James 
’. Heyward is superintendent. The 
car at night leaves the city 
at 11:50, and the first one in the morning does 
not, leave the terminus until 6 o’clock, so that 
all the cars were.in the barn, and the company 
is entirely without rolling stock. None of the 
buildings adjoining the stables were destroyed, 
There were 68 horses in the stable when the 
fire was discovered by the watchman, and so 
far only li ate known to haye been rescued, 
and some of these badly scorched. One was so 
severely burned that it had to be killed. The 
fire started over the frotit entrance, and after 
their halters were cut the horses refused to be 
led from the burning building.

BEFORE THE COURT OF APPEALS 
IN ENGLAND. 


Captain Dudley and His Matec, Who Ate the Boy 
Parker in Order to Sustain Life, Held to be 
Guilty of Murder—The Agitation Over 
the Redistribution Bili—Etc. 


Loxpoyx, December 4.—The case of Captain 
Dudley and the mate of the wrecked yacht 
Mignotte, who killed the boy, Parker, to keep 
themselves alive, and against whom, on No- 
vember 6th, a special verdict was found in ac- 
cordance with the facts, was heard to-day by 
a full bench ot the court.of appeals. Lord 
Justice Coleridge, in proneuncing the decision 
of the court, said that all the judges agreed 
that the act of the prisoners amounted to mur- 
der, and the conviction must be affirmed. The 
court will pass sentence next Tuesday, thus 
giving the prisoners time to move an arrest of 
The court ordered the prisoners to 
surrender their bail. The judges throughout 
the hearing showed great horror for the act of 
whieh the prisoners were guilty, and were un- 
willing to set precedent which would allow 
such a crime to be considered other than 
murder.

A PESTERED EDITOR. 

It is an easy matter to stir up the small 
boys of the northern press. Tar Consrirvu-

ven. lie has edited the Chicago Tribune for 
years and years, and he wasanold man when

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he began the business. He cg# fs a bu ckeye 
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in his pocket, ante-wears a red flannel string 
a”uiid his wrist to keep off the rheumatism. 
He is old enough not to be pestered when he 
reads his favorite paper, Tar ConstTiTUTION, 
but his impatience will crop out. Weare 
not at all surprised, therefore, to find the 
following funny remarks in a recent issue of 
the Tribune. Our readers have already seen 
the editorial which frets Uncle Joey Medill, 
but we reproduce it here to show: the true in 
wardness of the veteran’s sensitiveness. The 
Tribune remarks: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, the leading demo 
cratic paper ef Georgia, boldly takes the ground 
that the biacks must vote the democratic ticket 
or be disfranchised. Here is an extract from its 

rticle, which admits that Blaine would be presi- 
dient in spite of the loss of New York if the blacks 
had never been enfranchised, which simply means 
that their yoting power has been suppressed at the 
polis, while the electors accorded to them have 
been seized by the confederates and turned over 
to Cleveland and Hendricks, fays Tae Constirc- 
TION: 

Whatever may be the result of Cleveland's elec- 
tion on the country at large, it will solidity the 
south and hold itsohd. A people that for twenty- 
four years of defeat has been true to priticiples 
will not forsake them in the first years of success. 
This is as itshould be. Those of our people who 
talk of hearing no more ofthe solid south do not 
speak advisedly. There is no hope for the pros- 

‘rity of this section, no peace for either race, save 
n the clear, unmistakable domination of the white 
rece. There is no wisdom save in the white peo- 
pie of the south standing squarely and solidly to- 
gether on a platiorm of conservative goverumeat 
and equal rights toall men. Whenever the white 
people of the south split into factions, and stand 
With the negroes between them holding the bal- 
ance of power, and each faction bidding for their 
votes, then we shall have lost more than Cleve- 
land's election has gained for us. It will result in 
the negroes turning to the white democrats of the 
south to save them from disfranchisement. Never 
hes a blacker chicken come home .to roost, quick- 
ly or more surely, than has the thing of negro vot- 
IDE COMe home to the republicans. The enfran- 
chisement o! the negroes has simply added thirty- 
seven electoral votes to the democratic half of the 
college. Had the negroes never been enfranchised 

e would have been president in spite of the 
thirty-six democratic electoral votes of Sen York, 

It will be observed that Editor Medill is 
hnottoo much of a veteran to work himéelf 
into a perspiration over nothing. We might 
arise and, in a voice choking with suppressed 
rage, exclaim that Uncle Joey has wilfully 
misrepresented us. But that is not necessa- 
ry. itis noteven necessary to say that he 
has wofully misrepresented us. Like a little 
man, he prints the extract which he misrep- 
resents, and thatis about as far as we expect 
a Blainiac to go in the direction of fairness. 

The point we ought to make, and which we 
have since insisted on more at length, was 
that the movement already begun among the 
republicans for the disfranchisement of the 
negro, will take shape as soon as they discov- 
er that they cannot control the biack vote 
as readily as they had hoped todo, and as 
they have been making desperate efforts to 
do during the past twenty years. It frets 
Unele Joey andthe other republicans to be 

reminded that, while the enfranchisement of 
‘he negre was popular among the smaller 


“dsof the republican party merely asa 


ter, so that now the enfranchisement of the 
negro works to the advantage of the south. 

Editor Medill knows perfectly well that 
thereis no thought of disfranchising the 
negro among the democrats of the south; on 
the contrary, he knows—and the knowledge 
vexes his republican soul—that the demo- 
crats are prepared to resist, and successfully 
resist, any and all attempts on the part of re- 
publicaus to take away from the blacks the 
right to vote. Ifthe republicans who were 
so eager to crush and humiliate the south in 
the dark days of the reconstruction failure, 
could have foreseen the result of the enfran- 
chisement of the blacks, that unfortunate 
race would still be standing at the back door 
of citizenship. 

Time goes by turns, and by the time that 
History gets her pen sharpened, we shall see 
the corruptionists trying to divide the solid 
south on an issue looking to the disfranchise- 
ment of the negro.

not be very long in coming—the negroes will 
begin to realize the real gist of republican-

THE REPUBLICAN INDEPENDENTS. 

Some of the Blaine organs are engaged in 
making satirical inquiries about the inde- 
pendents. ‘‘What,’’ asks one organ, “‘is to be- 
come of the mugwumps now that the demo- 
crats are in power?’ This is a part of the 
bitterness of defeat, for the organs know that 
the independents are quite capable of taking 
care of themselves, and it is not likely that 
they will cease their efforts at reform until 
they have assisted their democratic friends 
in burying the party of fraud and corruption, 
One thing is certain, they will not act with 
the republican machine any more. They 
gave substantial evidence in the late cam 
paign not only of their earnestness, but of 
their strength. and it is not likely that they 
will permit the compact organization with 
which they opposed Blaine to fall to pieces. 
It is more likely, indeed, that they will per- 
fect that organization forthe purpose of in- 
sisting on the reforms which they have 
failed to accomplish under the machine 
leaders. 

In addition to the very respectable num- 
ber of republican independents that voted 
the straight democratic ticket without wink- 
ing, there were thousands who refrained 
from yoting atall, or cast their ballots for St. 
lobn. These latter, ratber than return to 
the republican fold will ally themselves 
with the independents, thus forming the 
nucleusof anew party. If, as the Blainiac; 
insist, ihe author of the Mulligan letters is 
renominated in 1888, they will not haye to 
inquire for the independents.

The True Attitude of Southern Democrats,

_The Mobile Register says the Georgia Pa- 
cific railway company has contrac for a 
bridge to be built across the Warrior river,and 
work will be commenced on it in January.

How aSky Rocket Uame Near Costing a 
Elis Life Friday Night. ee 


Mr: Beaucamp, the gentleman who sustain- 
ed the sivgular sccident of being shot and

He then felt 
for the artery and found that it did not ap- 
peer to be severed, but it was mashed and 
the man was cautioned that he had a 
dapgereus wound. Dr. Westmoreland then 
proceeded with the other operation. In a mo- 
ment Dr. Howell glanced around at Mr. 
Beaucbemp and exclaimed: 

“Why, the man is bleeding to death!” 

The bioed was spurting from the wound two 
or three feet high. 

Dr. Westmoreland lsid everything aside and 
caught the arlery of the bleeding man and 
held it. The operationthen to be performed 
was a most difficult one on account of the fact 
that the artery could not be gotten at. By 
cutting inio the man’s Jeg, however, the ar- 
tery was held and tied. The vessel is the 
largest in a. man’s body and if left to bleed the 
man woulkhave been dead in a quarter of a 
minute.

RAISING ROWS. 
TROUBLES BETWEEN CoLoRED 
PREACHERS. 


Several Colored Ministers Arraigned Before Their 
Congregatione for Voting the Democratic 
Ticket—One Minister Not Allowed to 
Preach—Another Threatened. 


Night before last a mob of negroes, 
about fifty strong, entered the Providence 
church on Green’s Ferry street,while the Rev. 
G, W. Martin was preaching, and after blow- 
ing out the lights grabbed the pastor by the 
neck and would have hurled him from the 
building but for the interference of several 
members of the church. 

The church was crowded when the mob en- 
tered, and the scene that followed the extin- 
guishing of the lights beggars description. The 
larger part of the congregation was women and 
their screams and the wild scramble for the 
door and windows converted the house of God 
into a perfect pandemomium, The mob did 


its work quick and in less time than 
it takes to tell it the church 
was almost deserted. So rapidly was 
the disgraceful affair rushed through that the 
police have not yet found anyone who recog: 
nizeda member of the gang. Those who 
rabbed the preacher did it so quickly that 
before he could step from the pulpit -he was 
hurled te the nearest window, through which 
he would bave been thrown in another min- 
ute. As the mob entered the church they 
yelled out: 

“Kill him!” 
preech any more!”’ 
ocrats!’’ 

These cries frightened everybody except the 
members of the mob, and when 
Martin found himself safe on the 
outside? of the cburch he felt thankfal 
that he had _ escaped 0 easily, 
and as soon as the mob left he sought 
Patrolman Steerman, who was 
on that beat, and stating the case, asked him 
to guard him to his home. On the way to 
Martin’s house he was met by a deacon in his 
ehurch who advised him not to go home but to 
spend the nigat with him saying that the 
mob’s work was but begun. Martin consent- 
ed to go home with the deacon, and to that 
place the patrolman escorted him. Intelli- 
gence of the outrage, however, did not reach 
the city unt: yesterday morning, and while 
a CONSTI-TUTION reporter was investigating it, 
he wes accosted ~ an intelligent colored 
man who aid: 

‘‘There’s more in that racket than you sus-

Some 
of the men are having a gooddeal of trouble, 
but I think it will come outall right in a few 
days.”’ 

‘Who are the leaders in this matter?”’ 

“T had rather not say.” 

“Is Jackson Mclienry in it?” 

“Yes, he says, he will advise our congrega- 
tions not to give us any more money.’’ 

I. E. Coles, who was standing by, said: 

“On the night of these addresses which have 
reised this row a meeting, headed by. Jackson 
McHenry, Mic Mitchell and others, was held 
in Thompeon’s hall. The hall was packed 
and MeHenry, Mitchell and others made 
speeches denouncing every colored man who 
wentto hear those addresses,”’ 

A thorough investigation of the statements 
made by Tillman,Jones and Cole developed 
the fact that there is trouble in several colored 
churches in Atlanta and that it has all grown 
out of politics. In these churches from tive to 
twenty-five members have been arraigned for 
voting the democratic ticket or for attending 
the meeting st the courthouse and 
are being tried for it. In most 
eases the “feeling between the accused and 
their accusers is very strong and in all these 
churches there are two distinct factions. ne 
faction or the ministers and the mem- 
bers who 
faction denounces them most bitterly and 
openly. Itis hard to tell where the trouble 
may end, but it involves only those who are 
engeged in it,

The Marriage Act, 

Mrs, Packard, the lady who presented the bill, 
which is now pending before the legislature, enti- 
tied “an act to adopt the common law of marriage 
to the customs of modern civilization,’’ requests 
us tO publish the following from a western paper. 
“it is from the pen of Hon. John W. Martin, who 
has becn recently elected to the governorship of 
the state of Kansas 

The public generally may not be aware of the 
fact that in nearly every state and territory iu this 
union a married woman is, in law, the mere chat- 
tel of her husband, having no more rights and no 
more personality than an ox or horse. 

By marriage her identity has been merged and 
lost in that of her husband, so that forever after, 
while she continues in the married state, she is in 
ihe eyes of the law a nonentity. She ceases to be 
a distinct person, like an unmarricd woman. sur- 
renders her personality, and becomes, legally, th« 
vassal, the exclusive property of her husbdan 
without property rights, without the rreht of 1 
ternity, without personal liberty, withou 
right of conscicnee; in short. withoutany natura! 
or legal rights, she having lestall these at the 
moment of marriage. 

This isthe legal status of married women in 
nearly all the states and territories of this union. 

Socialiy, @ married woman is the cqual of her 
husbard in this country and England, but legally 
she isasiave, having 0 more legal ri thar 
his borse. He owns and controls her, he can dic- 
tate what she believes, and what shecando. He 
can dictate her food. her dress, her oc ‘upation, 
her conduct; in brief, use her as he uses anv o} he: 
piece of ; —: He hus, as her husband, a legal 
right to do this, and she, under the law. has no 
redrets, no remedy. 

_ That this state of things does not exist in {fa rt, 
isdue more to the gallantry and affection o: 
American husbands than to anything else That 
this autocratic power on the part of the husband 
is not generally exercised in this country. is 
kimpiy because American husbands are the best — 
the most affectionate, the most tender. the most 
considerate in the world. 

The ballot may be an advantage to the unmarried 
women, but it is of no earthly good to married wo- 
men under the circumstances. The ballot would 
Hot investa married woman witha single right. 
Giving the ballot to merried women_in nearly al! 
our states and territories would be like giving the 
negro slaves before the-wartne right to vote. The 
ballot in the black man’s hand, before he was 
emancipated, would net have helped him any. It 
would, onthe other hand, have increased the 
power Ol the master, who would have had ab- 
solute control of his slave’s vote. To make the 
suffrage available to the negro, he must first be 
free; and then, and not till then. would the ballot 
be of any use to him |
